ASHINGTON, May 29.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.)

How far she will get, however, is 
another story, for with the first black 
columns from her smokestacks, the 
Japanese admiral!'’s signal flags flut- 
tered and three Japanese sea hounds 
started in pursuit. 

So practically ended the second 
day's fight, and here again the appar- 
ently impossible happened, Togo’s cap- 
tains all reported “No damage to men 
or ships.”

Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, said tonight that he expected to 
see the President before the week is 
over. 

Baron Sternburg, the German Am- 

dor, who was early at the Rus- 
tian Embassy today, where he _ re- 
mained for some time in conference 
with the Ambassador, is constantly in 
touch with the President.

At the intereste1 
embassies and legations during the 
evening the opinion was firmly ex- 
pressed that the President would un- 
doubtedly lead the neutral nations in 
the effort to bring about peace. In to- 
night’s conference it is thought thit 
the President's first object will be io 
escertain on what basis Japan can dis- 
cuss the question of peace.

Ask Russia, not 
Japan, if the hour of peace has ar- 
rived. Our fleet is still pursuing the 
enemy. It is to Russia. not to Japan, 
that the initiative toward peace is to 
be looked for.” 
The President left Washington at 
12:30 o'clock tonight for Brooklyn, 
where he is to.be the guest of the 
citizeng tomorrow and wil! participate 
in the Memorial Day exercises. A fea- 
ture of the day will be an address by 
the President at the unveiling of a 
statue of Gen. Henry W. Slocum.

ADMIRAL DESIRES THAT AMER- 
ICA RETAIN NAVAL RECORD. 


Overwhelmed Russians, He Thinks, 
Are About Ready for Peace—Train- 
ing and Preparedness the Lesson 
‘Taught by This Great Battle and 
Decisive Victory of the Japanese. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} “This méans peace,” was 
the comment of Admiral Dewey, when 
shown the latest dispatch from Minis- 
ter Griscom, at Tokio, giving details 
of the decisive nature of the Japanese 
naval victory. | 

“I believe it surely points to the be- 
ginning of the end, so far as this war 
is concerned,”” ihe declared. “Peace 
may not be immediate, but I can hardly 
believe it probable now that the war 
will be indefinitely prolonced. Fleets 
cannot be built in a day. Russia, it is 
true, still has formidable nava! forces 
and a powerful fleet in the Black Sea, 
but an attempt to bring this out would 
mean complications, with England. 

“Training and preparedness, I should 
say, is the lesson taught by this great 
battle,” the Admiral asserted. 

Asked if, at the bottom of all of the 
great results accomplished by Japa- 
nese superior marksmanship was not 
of first importance, he said it un- 
doubtedly was. He said it was too 
early to tell just what part the battle- 
ships played in the struggle. His view, 
and that of naval officials generally, 
was that the Japanese had sought to 
overwhelm the Russians by literally 
flooding them with torpedo boats. 

Dewey expressed the hope that it 
will be found that one or two Rus- 
sian ships escaped, in order that the 
American record of a clean sweep at 
Manila and at Santiago may remain 
unbroken. 

“FIGHTING BOB” EVANS.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 29, 1:55 p.m. 
—At the Admiralty this morning abso- 
lutely nothing was known of the naval 
battle in the Far East except the news 
contained in the dispatches of the As- 
sociated Press. The general !mpres- 
sion produced by the cable messages 
was extremely gloomy. 
While Admiral Rojestvensky was ex- 
pected to pay the price for reaching his 
haven at Viadivostok, the complete 
loss of two of his four best battleships, 
besides several other warships, with 
heavy damage to other ships which 
such havoc indicates, is admitted to 
spell disaster unless the Japanese suf- 
fered correspondingly. For this rea- 
son, news from Viadivostok, where the 
first communication with the Russia 
fleet will be established, is awaited 
with intense anxiety. 
The Admiralty calculates that wire- 
less communication with Viadivostox 
might be established as early as this 
afternoon or tonight, but as all dis- 
patches must first go to the Emperor, 
news is not likely to reach the public 
until tomorrow. It is a matter of gen- 
eral comment that the most definite 
and most reliable information received 
up to the time official announcement 
was sent out from Tokio came by way 
of Washington. 

BLOW CRUSHING ONE. 
The receipt of the Tokio official bui- 
letin announcing that Rojestvensky’s 
fleet was practically annihilated was a 
‘crushing blow to the officials at the 
Admiralty, destroying the hope to 
which they had clung that the silence 
of the Japanese government might be 
fevorably construed. The wording of 
the official dispatch was interpreted to 
mean that Admiral Togo had succeed- 
ed in barring and holding the entrance 
of the Straits of Korea against Admiral 
Rojestvensky. 
Some of the foreign press dispatches 
were very confusing, but everything 
seems to indicate that Togo delivered 
a series of desperate torpedo attack: 
during Saturday night, with the sup- 
port of his heavy ships. The sinking of 
Sf» many ships, it ts believed, might 
also be partially due to mines sown 
ahead of the advancing coil- 
umn. The belief is also strengthened 
that Rojestvensky was forced, in order 
to secure homogeneity in speed and 
fighting power, to divide his fleet, only 
a single division passing the Straits 
of Korea, the other going aroun!

THUG'S BLOW 
CLAIMS LIFE.

Frank Amey’s Skull Crushed, 
He Dies in Street. 


Is Found Gasping His Last 

in Grand Avenue. 


Cement Worker Apparently 
Victim of Assault. | 


With his head battered and crusted 
os if he had been beaten with a re- 
volver, Frank B. Amey. a cement 
worker of No. 611 Alpine street, was 
found weltering in a pool of his own 
bleed on North Grand avenue, near 
Sunset boulevard, at 10 o'clock last 
night. 

J. B. Beaudry, an acquaintance of 
Amey’s, found the man, who appeared 
to be drunk. The spark of life flickered 
feebly for a few moments as Beaudry 
®xamined the injured man, but ft sud- 
denly went out. Meantime the patrol! 


wagon had beén summoned to haul one* 


more drunk to the City Jail, but when 
it arrived another murder apparently 
had been added to the long list of the 
past year. 

That Amey was murdered by a pro- 
fessiona! “drunk roller’ is the ief of 
the police. Capt. Bradish and fa 
dozen detectives carefully examined the 
dead man, and the locality of the crime. 
They are convinced that Amey was 
slugged. 

Amey Was a man of about 40 years, 
and was Known to be a hard drinker. 
The police say he had been in the City 
Jail on numerous occasions, charged 
with drunkenness. It is presumed that 
Amey Was en route to his home when 
he Was assaulted and murdered. 

FOUND IN DARK SPOT. 

When found by Beaudry, Amey was 
lying in a dark spot on the west side 
of Grand avenue, about 200 feet north 
of Sunset boulevard. The man’s hat 
Was pulled down over his face, and he 
Was groaning. Near by stood a high 
brick wall, but there was no evidence 
that the man had fallen against it. 
Two large rocks were found beside the 
bedy, but they were not blood-stained. 

The body was sent to Pierce Bros.’ 
morgue, where a closer examination 
showed that the skull had been crushed 
near the center of the forehead. The 
wound is of such nature as would be 
made by a blow dealt with a revolver. 

The clothing of the dead man was 
searched at the morgue, but no money 
was found. His pockets contained only 
a note book and several newspaper 
clippings. 

BROTHER MURDERED. 

Last October Thomas Amey, a 
brother of the dead man, was shot and 
killed by a woman of the half-world 
in a dance hall in Bakersfield. Avc- 
quaintances say the death of his 
brother preyed on Amey's mind, and he 
remarked that he, too, expected to he 
murdered some day. 

Detectives searched saloons and re- 


this morning in a vain effort to locate 
Amey's assailant. The officers were 
unable to trace Amey's movements 
prior to the time when he was found. 
An inquest will be held today.

MR. DETMERS. 

After the singing of “The Students’ 
Mr. Detmers opened the 
programme of address. He welcomed 
the audience, and on behalf of the 
German-American Alliance, expressed 
appreciation of the large and repre- 
“The German- 
Alliance, under whose aus- 
pices this meeting is called,” he said, 
“was not organized for any pdlitical, 
religious or sectarian purpose, but to 
upbuild the welfare of the German- 
American citizens of Los Angeles and 
You, American 
citizens of German extraction, leagued 
the life of this fine com- 
are strongly opposed to the 
here of an experiment which 
has proved a disastrous failure wher- 
ever it has been essayed. In our ranks 
we number some of the best and most 
representative people of thik city, and 
they. and I, and you, believe that no 
set or class of men has the right to 
precsribe what we shall wear, eat or 
drink, nor where nor when. [Applause.] 
We «alaim the right to exercise our 
opinions, habits, customs, usages and 
tastes, so long as in so doing we do

of law-made privilege than we. They 
may be honest. they may be earnest, 
they may be intelligent—so are we.” 

Mr. Detmers outlined, briefly, the 
unfair and dangerous” 
points of the proposed prohibition or- 
dinance, the destroying of 200 legalized

with large families, “in order to re-

“If this be practical Chrie- 
if this be brotherly love, we 
may well keep wide our eyes for what

“deaths by strong drink—do we pro- 
hibit transportation because some 
thousands of people die annually on 
the rail? Do we abolish gasoline be- 
cause some foolish housewives persist 
in pouring It upon the kindling? Do we 
Cenounce food because there are glut- 
tons who ftnsist upon stuffing their 
bellies unti! they rol] helpless and 
groaning into the grave?’’—these were 
some of the subheads under which Dr. 
Kurtz shot shafts into “the cause.” He 
Was very droll, bitingly sarcastic. vig- 
orousiy derunciatory, and he kept the 
audience in a state of delight with his 
wit. In paying his compliments to At- 
torney Will A. Harris, who is one of 
the Prohibitionists’ chief orators in the 
present campaign, Dr. Kurtz said: 
“Mr. Harris said to a friend of mine: 
‘I would give a great dea! if I could go 
into a saloon and take a drink like a 
decent man, without getting drunk.’” 

MONSIEUR MARS. 

The Chorus sang “Far Away,” and 
M. Mars was then introduced. 

“I bring you,” he said, speaking in 
French, “the sympathy of the 865 French 
voters of Los Angeles; I tender you the 
support of the whole French Coiteony of 
2500 people. {Applause.] We are in this 
fight not because Dr. Chapman (in our 
tongue we call him ‘the Cheap-man’) |s 
against the saloon, but because he and 
his are against liberty. We look upon 
him in the light of a chariatan. His 
erdinance is an insult to Americans, for 
it asks them to confess, by adopting it, 
that they cannot govern themselves. 
Solidiy we wil] vote against it.” 

SIGNOR ABRATE. 

Sig. Abrate brought, in his native 
tongue, “the greetings of the entire 
Italian Colony and of the American- 
Italian Liberal Union; their sympathy 
and the pledge of their support.” As 
with Mr. Mars, he spoke briefly, was 
listened to with perfect attention, and 
frequently was interrupted by hearty 
applause, 

EX-JUDGE MORRIS. 

The speech of the evening was made 
by ex-Judge Morris, who himself said 
that he had “lived many years in 
a prohibition State, and seen prohibi- 
tion grow, and grow, and grow until it 
fot too big to longer hide its ineffect- 
iveness, and the people got up and 
killed it.” He said he did not wish to 
Stir their (his hearers’) emotions, but 
he earnestly wished to appeal to their 
reason, as the highest attribute belong- 
ing to the human family. “Calling. 
names,” he observed, “breaks no 
bones, enlists no understanding.” and 
he emphasized strongly the sentiment 
that he held no il! will toward the op- 
position, nor cherished any desire to 
condemn others because their beliefs 
conflicted with his experience. 


Stating as a premise that the use 
of alcoho! tn and of itself is no crime, 
Mr. Morris proceeded dispassionately 


though energetically to exploit “the 
abuse of liquor by weaklings” as the 
cause of most of the crime and wretch- 
ednees that are laid at the dvor of 
its use. He conceived the saloon sys- 
tem as in vogue in the United States 
to be wrong: “I,” he said, “would take 
out the bars and put tn the chairs and 
tables, instead of vice versa, as in 
the city of Los Angeles; but he pro- 
tested “out of the fullness of much 
experience” againet “attempting to 
make men good by law—an expenment 
which fatled dismally and eternally 
when tried by Moses in the wilder- 
ness.” | 

Mr. Morris told of “the actual work- 
ings of prohibition in States bounding 
Nebraska,” citing instances 
observed to show “the utter futility of 
prohibition laws and the increase of 
drunkenness under them.” The appea! 
to the individual, not the forcing of 
the community. he looked upon as the 
only sane and effective method of tem- 
perance work, and he “protested 
against judging any class by tts low- 
est elemerts, whether that class be 
clergy or saloon-keepers.”” He told of 
having been taken into twenty-two 
“blind pigs’’ in Atchison, Kan., dur- 
ine a tour of investigation as chair- 
man of a committee to report upon 
the question “Does Prohibition pro- 
hibit?” On this tour, 
State. he and his associates “saw drinks 
carried openly on trays up the steps 


of hotels, found every employé in the 
washrooms with a flask in his pocket, 
and without trouble got Uquor any- 
where and everywhere they pleased.” 

In remarking upon the really very 
small proportion of excessive drinkers 
among users of alcoholics, Mr. Morris 
remarked: “On the streets you always 
see the one drunken man, but you do 
not notice the 100 sober men who 
are daily using liquor, but not abus- 
ing it.” And he added: “In Go's 
name, tell me what kind of men we 
shal) send out into the world if they are 
to be made out of boys who have never 
been tempted and so have never learned 
to govern themeselves?”’ 


BISHOP HAMILTON. 
CHALLENGES OPPOSITION. 

A crowd of perhaps 1500 people as- 
sembieJ at the corner of Fifth and 
Los Angeles streets last night, to hear 
Bishop J. W. Hamilten, the idol of 
the Methodists of the Pacific Coast, 
speak in favor of the proposed ordi- 
nance to close the saloons, 

He introduced many anecdotes ‘to 
keep the audience at attention even 
if they had been inclined to get tired, 
but they were not. He told of his 
connection with a like movement more 
than thirty years ago in Somerville, 
Mass., which town he said adoptel 
a no-saloon ordinance when it had a 
population of 10,000 and now has 60,- 
000. though it has never had a saloon 
from that day to this. 

He also declared that the results tn 
Maine have been all that are elaimed 
for them, adding that he had dedicated 
a church in every county in that State 
and he ought to know what he was 
talking about. 

“We are not here tonight.” he said, 
“to discuss the whole ¢thical question 
of what a man shall eat or what he 
shall drink. You have a right to drink 


what you like and that is not the 
question involved in this issue. The 
question is as to the right of what 


is known as ‘the American saloon’ to 
exist, 

“While we may have no right to 
say what a man shall not dink, we 
have a right to say that an institu- 
tion that produces only harmful things 
has no right to exist.” . 

The bishop stated that he has crosse.J 
the continent twenty times in five 
years, has preached in @very State in 
the Union, during the same period; 
has several times traveled throughout 
Mexico and. four times crossed the At- 
lantic, and consequently has knowledge 
of conditions that exist pretty near 
everywhere, and he declared he knew 
what he was talking about 

He took up much of his time In chal- 
lenging statements made in the adver- 
tisements of the saloon advocates and 
demanding that they come out in the 


of his tongue concerning local and 
of his tongue concerning local and 
national business prosperity, as well 


as colcerning the saloon, and was list- 


ened to with the most respectful at- 
tention. He laughed at statements 
made to the effect that the closing 


of the saloons will injure business. 
“You men are too intelligent to be 
affected by any argument like that,” 
he eaid. “The greatest advertisement 
you can possibly send broadcast over 
the land will be that you have closed 
the saloons. Do you think for a mo- 
ment that the city of Los Angeles ex.

CHAPMAN-HARRIMAN. 
DISTURBANCE AT MEETING. 
With a packed audience in Simpson 
Auditorium in an uproar, policemen 
came to the rescue of Dr. E. S. Chap- 
man last evening and ejected 4 man 
who resented sume of the statements 
made by the president of the Anti- 
Saloon League in closing his argu- 
ment. For several minutes it was 
questionable whether or not the meet- 
ing would proceed in a spirit of har- 
mony or become disputed by 3 
in the gallery who emitted a volley of 

hisses and cat-cails at the speaker. 

A bable of voices followed the first 
outbreak of resentment at the utter- 
ances of the doctor, prominent among 
which were cries of “Put him out!” 
The person ejected, who at first re- 
fused to divulge his name, was Carl 
Lange, a husky German, who persisted 
in maintaining that he was sobriety 
itself and had caused no disturbance. 
After repeated warnings that he must 
leave the vicinity of the Auditorium or 
suffer arrest Lange proceeded down 
the street. Lange said he thought he 
had a right to ask a question and he 
merely inquired who paid Dr. Chap- 
man. 

The “debate” was not a debate 
There seemed to be no difference of 
opinion on the matin issue between Dr. 
Chapman and Job Harriman, the 
speakers. 

The meeting was under the auspices 
of the Socialistic party, and the gath- 
ering mainly a representative one of 
working people, although many others 
— attracted by the report of a de- 

e. 

The most staid and amiable sort of 
a discussion of the movement was iIn- 
duiged in. While both of the speak- 
ers presented rather radical views on 
the subject, personalities were elimi- 
nated and according to the distribution 
of the applause and cheers a full quota 
of admirers of both speakers were in 
attendance. Following a few prelim- 
inary remarks by Chairman F. 8. 
Forbes, Dr. Chapman was introduced 
to the audience. The speaker opened 
his address by remarking that he was 
heartily in favor of every movement 
of p which has been made in 
this county within the past twenty 
years. 

“In this connection,” Dr. Cha 
remarked, “I would advocate the adop- 
tion of an ordinange in the trend of 
government by the people and for the 
people. I am opposed to the open sale 
of liquor here, because I believe it to 
be in opposition to the general line of 

rogress of this country. 

“If the anti-saloon ordinance fg killed 
it is because the traffic pays 80,000 
for debauching our Les Angeles 
homes.” The speaker continued along 
this line of argument and concluded 
with this remark: “There is no com- 
munity seeking to deliver itself from 
the liquor evil by high license, because 
the higher the license the deeper the 
intren¢hment.” 

“I have absolutely no interest tn the 
outcome of Friday's election,” said Job 
Harriman, Socialist candidate for the 
Vice- presidency in 1900. in opening his 
remarks. “My interests are entirely 
with the laboring class. I am indiffer- 
ent as to the result because I do not 
belleve any great consequence will at- 
tend a decision in either direction. Los 
Angeles will continue to grow, and 


saloons or no saloons, it ia bound to 


resch a cit yof great proportions.” 

The speaker then went into a detatied 
analysis of the reasons for the mem- 
bers of the working class indulging in 
intoxicants and attributed it to long 
hours, conducive to great fatigue. Mr. 
Harriman argued that whatever action 
was taken by the voters of the city 
on Friday would leave the question of 
temperance entirely unsolved and only 
the institution of municipal officials 
from the working class would be an apt 
solution of the problem.

Would-be Murderer Let Off 
With Cash Fine. 
Policemen Prevent Witnesses 
from A ppearing. 


Officer Incriminated by His 
Own Handwriting. 


Pete Eiden, who brutally assaulted 
B. S. Holmes several days ago and 
pleaded guilty to a charge of battery 
on Saturday, was yesterday sentenced 
to pay a @ine of $50, and his backers put 
up the cash. 

There is something “rotten in Den- 
mark.” 


That is the charge made by Attorney

proper dose of justice for Eiden, jaw- 
smith and union thug. 

There is written evitience that police- 
men, instead of working to assist jus- 
tice, conspired to defeat its ends by 
keeping witnesses out of court. This 
evidence ts in the handwriting of one 
of the policemen. 

Eiden, who is a burly brute, viciously 
assaulted B. 8S. Holmes, a retiring gen- 
tleman of about sixty years, with the 
apparent intention of murdering him, 
on last Wednesday, and but for the in- 
terference of Willlam Goldfarb and a 
‘Man named Weiss, who witnessed the 
assauit, might have accomplished his 
purpose. 

A circumstance that points to the 
deliberate purpose of Eiden, aside from 
the weapon he held in his hand, is the 
fact that he ran away after he had 
made his attack on the inoffensive 
man, and saw Officer Walsh roach- 
ing. and managed to lose a hat in 
which the name “Skinner” 
plainly written, in am attempt to mis- 
lead the police. 

The story of the events leading “up 
to the dastardly attempt on the life of 
Mr. Holmes is one of vicious crime so 
common when cowardly union thugs 
are the aggressors. The brother of the 
injured man says there was an dppar- 
ent attempt on the part of certain po- 
licemen to defeat the ends of justice 
and let Eiden slip through with a light 
fine, while he was actually guilty of 
two felonies, in having attacked Mr. 
Holmes with a deadly weapon, while 
the latter wore pair of spectacles. 
This charge is #ustained by documen- 
tary evidence. 

When Eiden was arraigned on a sim- 
ple charge of battery on Saturday he 
made hagte to plead guilty, as no wit- 
nesses were there, and he hoped to slip 
through.

Thus, while we limit the number of 
undesirables, we shall be obliged at 
the same time to limit the number of 
desirables. 

The President is said to favor rais- 
ing the head tax to $25, from the pres- 
ent rate of $2. The idea ts that this 
rate would be prohibitive in a large 
numier of cases, and it probably 
weuld be. An immigrant who cannot 
manage to reach our shores with more 
than $25 can hardly be classed as a 
desirable acquisition—although, as a 
general proposition, it is not good 
morals to class men according to the 
amount of money that they possess. 
The supposition would be, other things 
being equal, that a person having less 
than $25 tn his possession on arrival 
here would be likely to become a pub 
lic charge or a criminal. The educa- 
tional test should not be forgotten 
while the subject is under considera- 
tion. Now that the President has de- 
cided to take up this important ques- 
tion, there would seem to be ground 
for the hope and expectation that a 
reasonable, wise and just conclusion 
will be reached in due time. 


HE GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 

Latest news of the great naval 
engagement between the fleets of 
Japan and Russia, in and near the 
Straits of Korea, not only confirm ths 
carlier reports of a Ja»anese victor,;, 
hut indicate beyond a doubt, that the 
victory was overs helming. 

A large proporiien of the fighting 
strength of Vice-Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's fleet has been destroyed or cap- 
tured by the victors. Rear-Admiral 
‘Nebogatoff’s reinforcing squadron suf- 
fered the same fate that befell the 
ships of Rojestvensky. 

The Jape, in addition to the vessels 
captured, ar2 reported to have taken 
some 3000 prisoners, Nebogatoff among 
the number. Whether Rojestvensky’s 
flagship escaped or was sunk is not 
definitely known at this writing. The 
victorious Japs are in pursuit of the 
scattered remnants of the Russian 
fleet, and the full and definite results 
cf the great battle will probably not 
be known for several days. 

Even St. Petersburg admits that 
there is little hope that the remnants 
of the Russian fleet can be gathered 
for further resistance. For the mo- 
ment, at least, the Russian cause, as 
viewed in St. Petersburg, appears 
hopeless. 

While the prospective struggle for 
the mastery of the sea in the Far East 
seemed to favor Japan rather than 
Russia, so crushing a defeat as Ro- 
jestvensky seems to have sustained 
was not generally looked for, even by 
experts. The.battle was per- 
haps the greatest engagement, ali 
things considered, ever fought upon the 
seu. Upon its outcome hung literally 
“the fate of empires.” 

If Russia had won, the fate of Japan 
would have been sealed, for she would 
have been practically at the mercy of 
the Russ. Her great army in Man- 
churia would have been hopelessly cut 
off from its base of supplies, and it 
would have been confronted by the 
dread alternative of surrender or an- 
nihilation. 

As the Japs have won, they retain 
undisputed command of the sea, and 
their position in the war has thereby 
been greatly strengthened. 

It Is to be hoved, in the interests 
of humanity, that peace will soon fol- 
low this awful tragedy of the seas. 
The trend of diplomatic opinion is 
favorable to such a consummation, 
and there are strong intimations that 
negotiations may begin in Washing- 
ton, if indeed they are not already in 
the preliminary stage. 

That both combatants are weary of 
the war, and the futile horror of it, is 
more than probable. The world will 
welcome peace; for the world, too, has 
had its glut of horror in this, one of 
the bloodiest wars of history, if not 
the bloédiest.

these toilers the affairs of the highest 
government would suffer. 

The center of this activity is the of- 
fice of the United States District At- 
torney. Mr. Valentine’s suite is a 
place where they never hurry-—appar- 
ently—where-there fs little doing of in- 
terest to the casual observer. 

A vast amount of routine business Is 
done, however, in those three rooms on 
the fourth floor of the Tajo bullding— 
a business that is now eight times as 
large as it was in 1900, 

This estimate was mace 
afternoon by George H. 
Depuiy United States Attorney. Me- 
Keeby, as Earl Rogers is reported to 
have said, is “the man who had the 
defense scared” during the progress of 
Hays's now famous trial. 

Further, McKeeby is a Chinese ex- 
pert, having handled scores of deporta- 
tion cases during the past two years, 
and is credited with having made a 
thorough study of the dodging Chink 
and his devious doings. Said he, yes- 
terday afternoon: 

“In 1900 the United States courts dis- 
posed, altogether, of twenty-five cases, 
civil and criminal. Last year there 
were 19%. and to date for this year— 
which ®es not expire until July 1— 
more than 200 have been handled. If 
the pending Chinese cases all come in, 
doubtless the total business will figure 
up 300 cases, none of which have been 
counted twice. 

“Thus it will be seen how rapidly 
the work of the Federal courts has 
grown, and though in the majority of 
instances sensation does not figure in 
the affairs, we have frequently been 
called upon to settle some of the 
gravest disputes. 

‘The United States attorney’s office 
has jurisdiction over the Federal gov- 
ernment’s legal matters, which include 
postal affairs, Indian cases, counter- 
feiting, internal and customs revenue, 
timber cutting and all cases of tres- 
pass. Affairs of national banks and 
other institutions of any sort having 
governmental supervision come to us, 
too. 

“And that brings us to the Hays 
case, which is now considered the most 
important, all things considered, ever 
tried under United States jurisdiction 
in Southern California.” 

“The business done in contraband 
Chinese—the effectiveness of the pres- 
ent exclusion law?’’—the questioner 
was venturing upon grounds that he 
knew to be a favorite beat of McKee- 
by’s investigating mind. 

“I'll tell you in a minute,” said the 
deputy, reaching for the huge white 
meerschaum he nurses carefully when 
considering all matters of importance. 
McKéeby and his meerschaum are a 
proverb in the Tato building. It is a 
tender thing—he spoiled one by care- 
less treatment—and he handles this 
specimen as they handle an ostrich egg 
in an incubator—which is two and one- 
half times more fearfully than they 
handle dynamite. 

After the pipe was lit, MeKeeby re- 
sumed. Said he: “I do not consider the 
present exclusion law effective. Our 
office has better opportunity to watch 
its workings than any other post of the 
Federal authorities, for we are nearer 
the Mexican line. 

“In the first place, the registration 
eleven years ago was quite incomplete, 
many merchants’ sons never register- 
ing at all, so that we are constantly 
confronted by these petty claims of 
back-relationship. 

“In the next place, the photographs 
taken were poor and ¢heap, and it is 
almost impossible to identify a China- 
man now by the picture that his cer- 
tificate bears. | 

‘Thirdly, the r:gistration certificate 
has now become a common article of 
commerce, handed down from father 
to son, bartered, stolen or deliberately 
sold—and as such considered as legal 
a transaction as handling lottery tick- 
ets—in every Chinese community. 

“The new Chinese census gives 835 
Chinamen in and about Bakersfield. A 
great number of Chinese laborers are 
to be found today about the San Joa- 
quin Valley, and of these I dare esti- 
mate that 70 per cent. are in the United 
States illegally. 

“There were at one time 3500 China- 
men in the Los. Angeles Chinatown 
alone. Now I suppose there are alto- 
gether in the city 1500. The depreciation 
they have left 
the country; they have merely scat- 
tered out, as the work of our inspectors 
shows. At one time they were all con- 
gregated in one place, but now there 
are few little towns which do not have 
Chinese vegetable peddiers and a 
‘Chink’ laundry. 

“Federal authorities who have studied 
the matter believe that a modification 
of the exclusion law is needed. The old 
certificates are practically worthless, 
and there is an urgent cry for a new 
system. I believe if ‘the Bertillon 
method were adopted, giving the Chi- 
nese a year in which to register, it 
would be a great blessing to the coun-

N THE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. 


Production of Pig tron. 

The United States is now producing. 
pig iron at the rate of aimost 22,000,000 
tons per annum. Loaded on ordinary 
freight cars, says a writer in the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch, this would make 
a train over 10,000 miles long, or four 
times the air-line distance from New 
York to San Francisco. At ordinary 
speed it would take three weeks for 
the train to pass a given point. The 
iron would make a girdle of the earth 
ten feet wide and an inch thick. Made 


anu inch thick it would run,a line to 
the sun, nearly a hundred million miles 
away. To each of the 83,000,000 people 
ir. the United States it would give 600 
pounds, 3 
Home Consumption. 

Nearly the whole of this iron is con- 
sumed in the United States. The pro- 
duction of pig iron by the rest of the 
world lies between 25,000,000 and 30,000,- 
000 tons. Therefore, with only one- 
eighteenth of the world's population 
the United States is today consuming 
about two-fifths of the total iron: pro- 
duction. As iron enters, directly or in- 
directly, into every other industry, these 
proportions refiect the position of the 
United States among the industrial na- 


‘tions. 
Where the Iron Goes. 


About 12% per cent. of the fron pro- 
duced in this country is at present go- 
ing into steel rails. The frameworks vf 
steel buildings account for a further 
5 per cent. About 25 per cent. of the 
pig iron passes to the iron foundries 
for the production of iron castings, in- 
cluding cast iron pipes, castings for 
machinery, railroad rolling stock and 4 
great variety of small uses. Only 4 
small proportion, about half a million 
tons, goes through the puddling fur- 
naces to make wrought iron. The bal- 
ance, about 16,000,000 tons in all, is 
mainly converted into steel, to be rolied 
into various forms—the rails and struc- 
tural shapes above mentioned, plates 
and sheets, wire rods, bars, hoops, etc. 
From the sheets, about half a million 
tons of tin plate are made annually. 
The rods are drawn through dies into 
wire for the widest variety of uses t) 
which any steel product is put. Wire 
nails are common. The United States 
is making from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 
kegs annually of 100 pounds each and 
last year exported nearly 1,500,000 kegs. 
Indeed, wire products are the most gen- 
erally exported of any steel product. 
The production of wire is also rapidly 
increasing and is likely In a few years 
to exceed that of rails.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC WORKERS AT

Thousands of Them Swarm at the 
Seaside and Have a Baby Show 
and a Series of ues- 
tion of Ownership of Approach to 
City Pier Raised. 


LONG BEACH, May 2%.—The first 
picnic of employés of the Southern Pa- 
cific held for several years came to 
Long Beach today.
